fung in a ftmnge laAd. 

H finging in the church of Chrift be a part 
of ppblic worfhip, how inconfiftcnt muft it be 
wif h true devotion, and the folemn fervice of our

tpti^ Organ, fligljty, flafl^y, airy, or (as tficy' 
9re called) lively tunes, tp amufe and entcrtahi^ 
the cat^nal mind ?

?cc ready to £iy with Paul, " Deipift ye the 
*' church of Chrift?** This cannot be con- 
fideicd as teaching and admonifhing one ano- 
ther; jbut this is doing- the devil's work to 
purpoCe, whofe bufinels it iS| when the feed is 
fewn, to try to piclg it up, that it may not 
fink into the heart, and ftrike root there. 

No leis inconfiftent with the folemnity of 
public worfhip, and the importance of gofpel 
truths, are all poetic fi(^ipns, flights of fancy, 
and pindaric ftrains, which rnvfl be infinitely 
below a fubje<%, of itfelf fo fublime, that every 
attempt to fe( it off muft be a difparage- 
ment to it. I*fothing becomes the worfhip 
of God like plainne^ and fimplicity. All 
the fhews, parade, pomp, and pageantry of 
worihip are only anti-chriftian inventions, in- 
tended to deceive by working upon the pai&ons. 
In thefe things ,tb^re 4s no manifeftation of tlie 
tfuth as- in the fight and fear of God ; no glory 
to Chrift; no fpihtvul a>nlblation or edification 
to. the ibvUs of men ; but a ,poQr attempt to 
plealie the fleih^nd gratify the carnal mind.

mnft be a felling away, and a departure from 
the truth, that the man of fin may be rc- 
Tealcd. The Lord^s controverfy muft continue 
upon this earth as long as the two fccd^s — the 
feed of the woman and the ferpent's feed — :nc. 
{oxttii upon it. Though the,g6fj)cl in itfolf is 
a md&ge of peace; and though, when believed 
and received, it brings peace to the linncr's 
heart; yet, by reafon of the enmity of the 
carnal mind, it is impoffible to preach the 
{dipeF without giving offence: •* I am not 
M -cioiTie,'' fays our Ldrd, ** to fend peace on 
" earthy but a fword." In thofe points which 
nearly concern the intereft and happinefs of 
)foiiT never-dying fouls, be not biaflcd or in- 
Btienced by names, or the authority of any 
nnair iri the world. Let God be true, and 
every man a liar, till you find the truth 
is in him; let every difference of opi- 
nion be tried by the unerring ftandard of 
God's moft holy word.

The gofpel is the report of pardon, the glad 
tidings of (alvation; therefore can only belong 
to finners : and the law tells the fmner to be- 
lieve that he is condemned, but not that he is 
pardoned. The voice of the law is this — " Hr

end, on the other hand, ** Curfcd is he that cont

refuge,'^ the Lord was plcafed to reveal hii 
^e and truth to my heart. From what I 
then experienced and felt, fix>m what I have 
£nce experienced and fdt, as well as from the 
fcripture teftimony, I am moft firmly perfuad- 
cd of the truth of that fcripture which faith— 
" No man can call Jefus Lord, but by the 
" HblyGhoft:" not from conclusions drawn 
fiom external obfervations ; not from a rational 
perfuafion drawn from arguments; but by a 
palpable fenfation ariiing from impreflions 
made upon the mind ; from a feeliag fenfe of 
car own mifery and God's merc}% as extender 
to us through the redemption which there 
in Jefus Chrift. 

I am fenfible that I differ from manv, as 
K^6b marks and flgne as the evidences 



h\th. -i think it impoffible for arty rtwirf ■ 
judge of his ftate by outward reformation; < 
any external performances, fufi€rings,orfervi« 
Though lie has the fcriptures by heart; diou| 
hh knowledge of the letter be ever fo greai 
t&ough he hai a dctp infight and underftaodii 
in the myileries ; though he bellows his goods 
feed the poor, and gives his body to be buitu 
all this will not prove him to be a Cfariftia! 
]i^^othi»g can fatisfy the foul, sB it refptfls d 
fafety of its ftate, but an inxvari experienc 
(torn the teaching and teiliniony of the Hd 
Spirit. As to thofe gracious qualification 
good difpofitions, and tempers, of which ion 
%caky I xm perfuaded the more any nu 
knows hxmfelf, the more he will fed that i 
Itim (that is, in his fleih) dwelleth tH> got; 
tfiing. It will be afked. Does grace make r 
change? Doubtlefs it does, and a verygrR 
one : what a change it made in Saul ! wh| 
from being a perfecutor, became a preachei 
who, itom being a pharifee of die pharifee 
and from boafting that, " as touching tY 
** righteoufnefs of the h\% he was Uamelefe, 
Jbas left it upon record that be was ^^ tS 
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•• thief of finners." When God, who cnni- 
inznd^ the light to ftiine ont cf darkncfs, hnth 
fliincd in our hearts, to give the light of tlie 
loiowledgc of the glory of God in the face of 
Jcfus Chrift, no doubt there will be a change. 
Vat not fuch a change as fome fpealc of, as if 
onr oM man, or corrupt nature, v/ould be 
dunged, fo that the corrupt tree fliould at laft 
Imng forth good fruit: no; nature is nature 
fiUI ; th« flefh is (till the flefti ; and the fpirit 
dtat is in us ftill luftcth to envy ; but he giveth 
more grace. By beholding the glory of Caod, 
s it ftiincs in the face of Jefus Chrift, we are 
dutnged into the fame image from glory to 
^ory, even as by the power of our God. This 
precious view of Chrift produces kindred feel- 
ings and afieflionjs in the foul ; Chrift dwells 
in the heart by faith ; (p that the defires and 
aledioos of the heart, which before were go- 
ing out after fenfual ^^ifications and worldly 
dijeds, cxMitinually ibjsklng ea&, pleafure, ho* 
npan* or profits, are noiiy, according to the in- 
Suence of divine grace (the ftream of our affec- 
tions beingr tur^jcJ^, going out after CVvx\ft., ^vA 
He kaowledgc and enjoy meiDt pf Yu«\^ c\^^^> 
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oat. There is none la heaven, and there is non 
in earrii, that I dcfire in comparlfon with him. 
The dificrence refpefiing outward niark 
and figns as the evidences of faith, i& connefici 
with another diHercnce no lefs material, am 
that is, refpe£ling ian£lification, which bj 
many is fuppofed to confift. in a foinetliij(r| 
which they call grace (what it is, or what it x 
like, I cannot tell you) ; but, as far as I can 
learn, it is implanted or engrafted into the oU 
man; and this grace, fo implanted, is to be im- 
proved, nourifhed, and cheriflied, Co that the 
old man (liall become better and better, till af 
lafl he is quite changed* St< Paul fpcaks o 
fomething like this in his epiftlc to the Philip 
plans, " Beware of dogs ; beware of the cone 
** fion !" As far as I undcrftand the Eneaaii 
of the word concifion, it exa£Uy anfwers - 1 
defcription of grace implanted or eagmfu 
and what confirms my opinion that this ig 
.apofUe's meaning, is the word circumdC 
which is oppofed to it. — The word circur 
Aon means to cut all arotiBd, clean t>fF, th 
jnajr be thrown away ; anfwcrabic to wlia 
^nic ^poRle Ays ih another p\?Kt^« ^ 
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** the old man." What this implanted grace 
has to do with the account which the fcripturcs 
hive given us of fandUficatlon, I never yet 
tbaU learn ; nor do I conceive that fandifica- 
tion belongs to the kingly office of Chrift, but 
rather to his prieftly dfice, for it is afcribcd to 
tc^ blood ; and we know it was the office of 
the high priefl to ianflify. The offices of Pro- 
phet, Pricft, and King, though diflinA, are 
nevertheleis fo dofely conne£bd in our Me- 
diator, that, if he is denied in one» he mull be 
denied in the other two. When our Lord ap- 
peaned upcm this earth, he appeared firft as a 
Flrophet, then as a Prieft, tl]ien as a King: fo 
itjfi when he comes to take pofleffion of a fin- 
ner-V heart — firft he comes as a Prophet, o]Kn- 
ing.tbe uadexflanding and revealing the truth; 
tihcn asaJPrieft, having made the atonement, 
a%d loitered into heaven for us; then, as a 
]^iigy be fets «p his throne in the heart, grace 
Tcig^ thiough fighteoufnefe ; and, as it is in 
the WDr}d, ib it is in a believer's heart — Chrift 
rnltt- in the midft of his enemies. It is one

There arc many other differences which aril 
from, and arc conne6led with, thofe alread 
mentioned; but I niuft remember thatlar 
only writing a Preface ; befides, many of thci 
differences will be found in the following Cd 
le£lion of Hymns, which in fome refpedk ma 
be confiderfd, not only as a confeffion of m 
faith, but as defcribing in a manni^ the feelinf 
of my heart ; nor do they, as I know of, contain 
fingle fentiment which I would not avow on 
dying bed : and, if this be Antinmianifmy I cai 
truly fey,^ that, when caHe4 out of time int 
eternity, I n^er expeft, nor defire, to fing an; 
odicr fong than " Salvatioh to God and tli
